THEIR HEADS

THE Government has assigned 
more than £500,000 further 
funding to tackle rough sleeping in 
Southend. 

The cash, totalling around 
£513,000, has been awarded from 
its Rough Sleeping Initiative and is 
the third separate award to Southend 
Council in less than a year. 

The latest sum will be spent on 
“a range of services”, a council 
spokesman said. 


This includes £230,000 to charity 
HARP to continue its “sit-up” 
service, which gives them a place 
to stay overnight before being 
connected to support services the 
following day. 

There will also be around 
£180,000 for six outreach workers, 
as well as money towards a council 
rough sleeping co-ordinator, 
clinical health support, and for 
the Church Winter Night Shelter 
scheme. 

Cllr Tony Cox, cabinet member 
for adults and housing, said: “No 
one should have to sleep without 


a roof over their head, so I’m 
really pleased the government 
has recognised the ongoing need 
to supply local authorities with 
additional funds to tackle the issue 
of people sleeping rough. 

“The money will be spent 
improving on and extending 
schemes and services we have 
introduced over the past 12 months 
to help alleviate the issue. 

“I think it’s important to note 
that the majority of the money 
will be spent on employing people 
to be out on the streets speaking 
and engaging directly with those 


sleeping rough and helping them 
access the services and care they 
need.” 

The Yellow Advertiser reported 
earlier this year on Government 
figures that showed Southend had 
the second largest year-on-year fall 
in the number of rough sleepers 
from 2017 to 2018. 

A one-night snapshot counted 11 
rough sleepers in 2018, compared 
to 72 the year before. 

Cllr Cox said this showed the 
work being done was “having an 
impact”, but recognised the fall was 
only a reflection of one night.

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Drug user convicted of 
knife murder of relative

A SOUTHEND woman has been 
convicted of murdering a relative at his 
home in south-east London. 

Kerry Donovan, 29, of Pantile 
Avenue, was found guilty of the 
murder of Leroy Junior Edwards at 
the Old Bailey on Tuesday, March 19 
following a trial. 

Mr Edwards, 66, was fatally stabbed 
at his address in Ringstead Road, 
Lewisham, in the early hours of August 
18. A second person was also convicted 
of his killing. 

Aaron Woolcock, 30, of Lewisham, 
was found guilty of manslaughter and 
found not guilty of murder. 

The court heard that on the day of the 
killing, Donovan and Woolcock, both 
distant relatives of Mr Edwards, had 
gone to his address. 

An argument took place and Mr 
Edwards was stabbed several times; 
Donovan and Woolcock fled the scene. 

A neighbour reported that he heard 
banging coming from upstairs and left 
his flat to find a trail of blood that led 
to Mr Edwards’ door. 

Police attended, along with the 
London Ambulance Service, and entry 
was forced to Mr Edwards’ flat.

Mr Edwards was found inside, with a 
large knife on the floor next to him. He 
was taken to a south London hospital 
where he died a short time later. 

A post-mortem examination gave the 
cause of death as stab wounds to the 
neck and chest. 

During a search of the scene, a purse 
was recovered and police found it 
contained a driver’s licence and bank 
cards in the name of Kerry Donovan. 

Police enquiries revealed that 
Donovan, who was known to visit 
Mr Edwards’ address, was in financial

difficulties and was a habitual user of 
Class A and B drugs. 

On August 19, police arrested 
Donovan in Basildon on suspicion of 
murder and she was charged two days 
later. Witnesses reported seeing two 
people leave the flat following the 
altercation and, after CCTV enquiries, 
the second person was traced. 

Woolcock was arrested on September 
20 and charged with murder. 

Donovan and Woolcock will be sen¬ 
tenced at the Old Bailey on April 18.

Homicide and Major Crime Command, 
said: “We may never know exactly why 
Mr Edwards was killed. 

“Whatever the motive, this led to 
the senseless death of a family man of 
good character in the home where he 
had lived for over 25 years. His family 
described him as a ‘quiet, non-confron- 
tational man who liked to be at home’. 

“Woolcock and Donovan now face 
the consequences of their actions and 
I hope their conviction will give some 
solace to Mr Edwards’ family and 
friends.”

“Andy has likewise expressed his very 
best wishes for the future of Havens 
Hospices. The trustees will now take 
the opportunity to review and develop 
the responsibilities of the charity’s 
management and governance.” 

The charity said it has appointed an 
acting CEO while the review takes place. 

Havens provides care for those with 
life-limiting illnesses at Fair Havens, 
Little Havens Hospice in Thundersley 
and the J’s Hospice in Witham.

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War veteran 
‘living again’ 
in own home 


A BLIND 98-year-old Second 
World War veteran who 
became embroiled in a High 
Court battle because he wanted 
to leave a care facility has told 
a judge how he is “living again” 
after returning home. 

Former Royal Navy gunner 
Douglas Meyers, who lives 
near Southend, said he was 
unhappy in the care facility and 
wanted to end his life in the 
bungalow which was his home 
for 40 years. 

Earlier this year, Mr Justice 
Hayden decided that Mr 
Meyers, a widower who served 
in the Italian and north African 
theatres during the 1940s, might 
be able to return home. 

The judge, who analysed 
evidence at a trial in the Family 
Division of the High Court 
in Southend, said the “ideal 
solution” would be for Mr 
Meyers to return home with a 
“suitable package of support”. 

He is now overseeing 
developments at follow-up 
hearings in London.

Social services bosses at 
Southend Council have welfare 
responsibility for Mr Meyers 
and had asked the judge to 
make a decision about what was 
in the veteran’s best interests. 

Lawyers representing the 
council told Mr Justice Hayden 
at a follow-up hearing last week 
that Mr Meyers had returned 
home. 

Mr Meyers has now spoken to 
the judge from home via a tele¬

phone link at a further hearing. 

He said he was enjoying 
being back in his bungalow and 
added: “I have had eight days of 
living again.” 

Mr Justice Hayden told 
Mr Meyers that he had to be 
pleasant to social workers and 
carers visiting him home and 
co-operate with them. 

The judge said he wanted the 
pensioner to smile at helpers 
“until your teeth hurt”.

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Mixed martial arts help 
keep young from gangs

A MIXED martial arts programme 
in Southend aimed at helping young 
offenders or those at risk of offending 
is having a “real impact”. 

The initiative is being run from 
Southend Combat Academy, 
in Grainger Road, where 12 to 
18-year-olds attend twice a week 
during a six-week course. 

Southend Council and the office 
of the Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex (PFCC) 
are working with the academy on 
the scheme - the latter has provided 
funding of £5,000. 

Once they have completed the six- 
week course, the youngsters are given 
free access to the academy for three 
months in the hope they continue. 

From the first group of young people 
who participated in the programme, 80 
per cent attend the academy regularly 
with the figure at 70 per cent of the 
second group. 

PFCC Roger Hirst said the 
programme is “making a real impact” 
on the lives of young people in 
Southend. 

“By channelling their energies we 
can keep them away from antisocial 
behaviour and from being preyed upon 
by gangs,” he said. 

Kirsty Horseman, project manager 
for the council’s sports and leisure 
services, works closely with its 
early help family support and youth 
offending service and approached the 
academy to create the programme. 

She said: “A lot of the young people 
the early help family support and 
youth offending service are working 
with have issues with anger and so 
we wanted to try to channel that in a 
positive way to help break the cycle of 


offending some of these young people 
are in or are heading for.” 

Academy head coach, Simon 
Dempsey, felt that its role is to help 
youngsters achieve their potential. 


“We command their respect pretty 
quickly and they have six weeks to 
turn things around and get their future 
back,” he said. 

“We challenge them. If they are 


feeling angry or aggressive, they can 
come here and channel it in a positive 
and safe environment. 

“It gets them off the street where 
they might otherwise be getting caught 


up in trouble and it gives them an 
emotional and physical outlet.” 

A spokesman for the commissioner’s 
office said the hope is for the course 
to be recognised by the courts and 
offered as a legal intervention, rather 
than the voluntary status it currently 
has. 

Simon said participants need to 
surround themselves with “more 
positive peers”, adding success 
happens when they “change as 
people”. 

“This programme is not about 
teaching young people to fight better 
on the streets; our regime instils a 
profound sense of discipline, order, 
self-control, and respect, and reduces 
the risks of young people getting into 
trouble. We want to capture them 
before they have a story to tell. We 
want to change their futures rather 
than having to put things right they 
have already done wrong.” 

The service was described as “vital” 
by Cllr Tony Cox, cabinet member for 
adults and housing. 

He commented: “In the current 
climate of increased concerns and risks 
around county lines, drugs and gang 
violence, specific programmes like 
this which are aimed to engage at risk 
young people in positive activities and 
take them away from negativity, are 
becoming more and more important.”

What if it had all been a dream? 


O N the day after the EU 
referendum, when the 
result was announced, I 
was in a state of shock. I really 
couldn’t believe it. 

Then within a few minutes I 
had a rueful chuckle to myself 
as it sank in that 17.4 million 
people had shown more bot¬ 
tle than me in voting to leave. 

I had voted remain, not out 
of any faith in the European 
Union - from the signing of 
the Maastricht Treaty in 1992 
it had struck me that this was 
going beyond what had ori¬ 
ginally been a trade partner¬ 
ship - and economically by 
2016 it was looking decidedly 
dodgy and precarious. 

There will come a point 
where so many member 
countries will expect their 
creaking economies to be 
propped up that it will just 
become unsustainable. 

But I still voted remain 
because, as I have said before, 
I knew how my own indus¬ 
try, the regional press, would 
react to us leaving - and they 
didn’t need any more excuses 
to decimate editorial depart¬ 
ments. I feared it happening 
to colleagues -1 have seen too 
many talented people forced 
to leave journalism altogether 
since 2008 - and I feared it 
happening to me. 

So I opted for cowardice. 
That it made no difference 
to the end result inwardly 
delighted me, but had it gone 
the other way I wouldn’t have 
thought twice about it because 
that’s how democracy works. 


The shenanigans of the past 
three years has done noth¬ 
ing but strengthen my resolve 
that we need to get out of that 
corrupt boys’club as soon 
as humanly possible. I was 
already convinced before the 
European Army idea, but that 
really was the final straw. 

As for our Parliament, many 
have shown a complete dis¬ 
regard for the referendum 
result, even though they stood 
in a general election less than 
a year later on manifestos 
that promised to abide by the 
decision. 

It has become apparent that 
a disturbing proportion of our 
elected representatives only 
believe in the democratic pro¬ 
cess if it goes their way - and 
they’re not alone. 

The Flouse of Commons 
has turned into a rowdy 
playground with a remainer 
Prime Minister flogging the 
dead horse that is the worst 
deal in the history of deals 
(actually, it’s a legally binding 
international treaty, which is 
even worse. We haven’t got to 
the deal part yet) and a petu¬ 
lant leader of the Opposition 
who will sit with Hammas, 
Hezbollah and the IRA, but 
not with alpha TIG Chuka 
Umunna. 

I wouldn’t trust the guy to 
run me a bath, nevermind the 
country. 

Neither the Labour nor Tory

of them or, as I hope, a show 
of strength from the popu¬ 
lace in prompting a clear out 
of the wasters and wazzocks 
responsible for the shambol¬ 
ic way our country has been 
turned into a laughing stock. 

At some point the chickens 
will come home to roost and 
then something drastic will 
need to be done to resuscitate 
British politics. 

Any MP elected to a con¬ 
stituency which voted to leave 
the EU, who then spent their 
time trying to scupper Brexit 
should be deselected now and 
a by election held.

Local plan farce 

IT is now over four months since 
Castle Point borough’s third 
attempt in this long running saga 
to produce a local plan was voted 
down by CUP and some strong 
willed Tory councillors. 

You may remember when, on 
November 28, the CEO, council 
planners and senior Tory coun¬ 
cillors’ proposal was to take the 
green belt out of the local plan.

Basically, with Persimmon 
already waiting in the wings, the 
proposal, if it had been approved, 
would see the borough’s remain¬ 
ing green belt being destroyed.

are determined and for whatever 
reasons to give our green belt 
away. 

Our elected councillors should 
be kept in the loop so that 
information can be passed on to 
constituents. Isn’t that how it’s 
supposed to work? 

The government has updated 
the NPPF to give guidelines to 
councils, the councils have no 
excuse just to build on green belt. 

The council, with government 
leadership, is strongly urged 
to exhaust all other options for 
development. Let’s hope that this 
is now the case in Castle Point. 

Perhaps this all could have 
been done better instead of wast¬ 
ing hundreds of thousand pounds 
of residents’ council tax money 


on failed planning. 

Will Castle Point take any 
heed? I doubt it. Certain 
leading borough officials have an 
unshakable mindset to build on 
the green belt, especially Jotmans 
Farm (sorry, I mean land west of 
Benfleet) and congested Canvey 
Island. 

Surely all and sundry are not 
waiting for Brexit, borough and 
county elections to be concluded 
before any more progress is 
made? 

In the UK we are meant to 
elect politicians to represent us, 
not lead us. As with Brexit and 
Castle Point’s local plan, it is all 
an expensive farce with personal 
egos and aims at the forefront.

But if we 
fail., all that we have known 
and cared for, will sink into the 
abyss of a new Dark Age”.

F OR two years, husband and wife duo, 
Aljaz Skorjanec and Janette Manrara, 
stars from TV’s Strictly Come Dancing, 
bewitched audiences in their show, 
Remembering Fred, dedicated to Fred Astaire. 

It was an original idea of Steven Howard, 
from the TCB Group, whose recent produc¬ 
tions have also included Rip It Up: The 50s, 
starring Natalie Lowe, Jay McGuinness and 
Louis Smith, and Rip It Up: the 60s, star¬ 
ring Louis Smith, Harry Judd and Aston 
Merrygold. Now Howard, together with 
show director Gareth Walker, has dreamed 
up Remembering The Movies, which offers a 
much larger canvas on which to draw. 

Says Janette: “We met him over dinner and 
as soon as he mentioned Remembering Fred, 
we knew we had a little gem on our hands." 

They feel just the same about this new 
venture which reaches Southend’s Cliffs 
Pavilion on Sunday, April 28. 

So which movies can the audience expect 
to see represented on stage?

“You have the idea in the back of your mind 
of all those millions of people in front of their 
TVs at home. But nothing compares to the 
buzz from a live audience in a theatre." 

Aljaz agrees. “No two performances are 
the same. Without quite realising it, you feed 
off the people in the auditorium and each 
audience is different.

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Sporty treatment for Hyundai Tucson 


By David Whinyates 


HYUNDAI’S Tucson SUV is 
the latest model in the Korean 
company’s portfolio to get the 
sporty N Line specification 
treatment which was first 
launched on the i30 hatchback 
last year. 

Two versions of the Tucson 
N Line will be available in the 
UK when it goes on sale in 
the early summer powered by 
either a 1.6-litre petrol turbo 
engine or a new 1.6-litre diesel 
with mild-hybrid technology. 

Both will be two-wheel 
drive with a choice of a six 
speed manual gearbox or 
seven-speed dual clutch auto 
transmission. 

While it’s mostly about the 
look, the N Line package 
is more than just cosmetic 
with suspension and steering 
enhancements on the petrol 
model which, oddly, are not 
included with the hybrid 
power train. 

The suspension mods 
provide five per cent more 


rigidity in the rear setup and 
eight per cent more at the 
front, while software changes 
in the steering give a slightly 
more direct, linear feel at the 
wheel, says the company. 

N-Line models come with 
redesigned bumpers, a dark 
mesh-pattern grille framed 
by dark chrome, dark 19-inch 
alloys as well as side mirror 
housings and a rear spoiler in 
glossy black. 

Black-bezel headlamps, 
unique LED daytime running 
lights, darkened window 
frames and body-coloured 
door handles complete the 
exterior design changes. 

Inside the Tucson N Line 
gets N-branded leather- 
suede sport seats with red 
accent stitching which is also 
featured on the steering wheel 
and leather-wrapped, gear 
shift lever plus alloy pedals. 

UK prices and full

Raheem puts in a sterling performance as England begin Euro campaign

RAHEEM Sterling provided the 
fireworks as impressive England’s 
UEFA Euro 2020 qualification 
campaign got off to the perfect 
start as the Czech Republic were 
simply swept aside on a memora¬ 
ble night at Wembley. 

Gareth Southgate added 
Southampton midfielder James 
Ward-Prowse and Chelsea front¬ 
man, Callum Hudson-Odoi to his 
squad following the withdrawals 
of Marcus Rashford, John Stones, 
Fabian Delph, Luke Shaw, Trent 
Alexander-Arnold and Ruben 
Loftus-Cheek, who all returned to 
their clubs due to nagging injuries. 

And despite those hindrances 
to his plans, the England boss 
remained upbeat and confident in 
those still available for selection. 

“It is a good opportunity for 
the others,” Southgate explained. 
“We have loads of creative play¬ 
ers. There is real competition for 
places. If players miss games there 
is no guarantee they will get back 
in. It is a challenge for the group.” 

England started the contest the 
brighter with Czech stopper, Jiri 


Pavlenka, awkwardly palming 
away Jadon Sancho’s trouble¬ 
some centre, while Sterling’s pace 
offered a further threat to Jaroslav 
Silhavy’s side. 

Southgate was handed another 
injury blow when Tottenham’s 
Eric Dier was forced off early 
following a robust challenge from 
Tomas Soucek, his place taken 
by Ross Barkley. Meanwhile, 
Vladimir Darida fired over as 
the visitors began to venture into 
England territory. 

But England were looking the 
more likely and with their next 
foray forward they grabbed the 
lead. The charismatic Sancho 
rolled across a wide-open goal, 
providing Sterling with the sim¬ 
plest of opportunities to prod home 
stretching from close range. 

Skipper Harry Kane was crowd¬ 
ed out as the Three Lions looked 
to double their advantage. And 
in first-half stoppage time, they 
were provided with the perfect 
opportunity. 

A combination of Pavel 
Kaderabek and Tomas Kalas 
felled Sterling, handing Kane the 
responsibility to fire home the 
resulting spot-kick. 

Soucek was a whisker away 
from reducing the deficit, sending 
a glancing header marginally the 


wrong side of an upright immedi¬ 
ately after the restart. Then, David 
Pavelka passed up an even bet¬ 
ter chance, directing into Jordan 
Pickford’s gloves after finding 
himself unmarked six yards from 
goal. 

Soucek then turned saviour for 
the Czechs, blocking from Sancho 
after Dele Alii had provided an 
opening. But another England goal 
wasn’t long in coming. 

Sterling fluently turned and 
finished for his second of the even¬ 
ing, all but killing the contest. 

West Ham’s Declan Rice was 
handed his first England cap, com¬ 
ing on for Alii. But it was all 
about Sterling, and the Manchester 
City man completed his hat-trick 
- aided by a huge deflection off 
Ondrej Celustka - much to the 
delight of the jubilant home crowd. 

It was now simply a case of 
how many for England - but there 
was to be only one more as they 
made it 5-0 in comical fashion - 
Kalas directing into his own goal 
after Pavlenka had saved Hudson- 
Odoi’s initial effort six minutes 
from time. 

After the game, Southgate heaped 
praise on Sterling after the forward 
became the first England player to 
score a hat-trick at Wembley since 
Jermaine Defoe achieved that par¬ 


ticular feat against Bulgaria back 
in September 2010. 

“I thought he was electric all 
night,” Southgate beamed. 

“He’s been like that all week in 
training. He was involved in four 
of the goals and it was a great night 
for him. 

“He’s really matured as a person 
and as a footballer and he’s hungry 
for those goals now. 

“He’s determined to get in the 
right areas of the pitch and the 
quality of his finishing, he’s just 
hitting things instinctively without 
thinking too much.”
